One instruc- 
tor is provided for every 8-10 students. The conference plan of 
iastruction is extensively used. It is a graduate school, res 
cGuiring in general for admission à baccalaureate degree."

Louise Homer, who will appear at Bread Loaf on August 9th, 
is ranked as one of the greatest singers America has yet produced, 
The daughter of a Pittsburgh clergyman, Madame Homer was reared in 
an intensely musical environment.
